Are arrests here 
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tied to Mixon plot? 


The arrest q| H persons by 
police here has apparently 
shed some light on an alleged 
conspiracy t o assassinate 
President Nixon during his 
visit to the city Aug. 20. 

Police Supt. Clarence B. 
Giarrusso said the arrests, 
made Saturday, were the re- 
suit of a "five- week-long in- 
tensive investigation. 1 ’ 
However, the chief and Don- 
ald Moore, special agent in 
charge of the FBI in New Or- 
leans, refused to comment 
whether the arrests uncovered 
the conspiracy or whether 
those arrested could be linked 
to the Black Liberation Army. 

Giarrusso said he would 
comment on the arrests when 
the investigation is completed. 

San Francisco police are in 
New Orleans investigating 
a possible link between some 
of the 15 arrested here Satur- 
day and a 1971 attack on a 
police station there. 

In letters to San Francisco 
newspapers, the Black Libera- 
tion Army took credit for an 
Aug, 29, 1971 police station 
raid in which Sgt. John V. 
Young, 51, was killed by a 
shotgun blast, Lt. Charles Fi- 
lls of the San Francisco police 
said Tuesday* 

Some weapons seized in the 
New Orleans arrests were 
'ed to San Francisco, Ellis 


The 15 arrests here resulted 
from surveillance of Keuben 
Boris Scott, who was wanted 
as a fugitive in two bank rob- 
beries, armed robbery and at- 
tempted murder, New Orleans 
police said. 

The five -week investigation 
of Scott apparently began 
about two weeks before the 
announcement of Nixon's visit 
here to address the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars convention. 

Charges against the 11 men 
and four women include 
armed robbery, attempted 
murder, resisting arrest, and 
possession of marijuana and 
heroin, police said.
